Radio Call Brings Helicopter Rescue To Hiker in 


Sunol Wilderness Area

At 5:30 am, on Saturday, April 13, 1996, several members of the Mt. Diablo Amateur 
Radio Club arrived at the Sunol Regional Wilderness Area to provide radio communications 
for an International Arabian Horse Association trail ride. During the event a serious medical 
emergency was quickly and successfully resolved with a dramatic helicopter evacuation thanks 
to the efficient use of amateur radio. 

Although I am not a member of MDARC, John Stuart, KM6QX and Terry Dearborn, 
W6HPC asked me to write up some details of this incident since I was the Ham-at-the-scene, 
so here goes. 

My wife Pat Dallam and I are new to amateur radio. Pat, KE6FYY, has had her technicians 
license for a couple of years and I just received my license this spring. The original purpose for 
getting into amateur radio was safety as Pat is a competitive horseback rider and goes iong 
distances on lonely trails where if you get thrown from the horse, or if you or the horse gets 
hurt it would take a long time for someone to report you overdue and start a search. 

Pat and I are also new to each other as we just got married on the 23rd of March. | 
accompany Pat on her training rides with my mountain bike and we each carry our HTs so we 
can stay in touch. The horse goes faster up hill and the bike outruns the horse downhill. We get 
separated due to the twists and turns of the trail and lose track of each other at trail junctions. 
And besides its fun to talk to back and forth as we move along together on the trail. If you have 
ever been on horses you know that the person behind can’t hear the person in front even if 
you are only a couple of yards apart. 

Pat is a member of the New Horizons Arabian Horse Club and she was participating in the 
ride at Sunol. I was going to ride with Pat but my horse’s owner sold her out from under me. 
So instead of riding | did what is called “P & R’s,” pulse and respiration’s. The competition is 
based on how well conditioned your horse is and therefore how low his heart and respiration 
is at various points along the trail. You lose competition points if the numbers are too high. Pat 
and I took our radios, not for any serious purpose but just to have some fun and stay in touch 
during the competition. 

When I noticed the ride was being coordinated with the help of several Hams I asked one 
of them what frequency they were using so that I might monitor the “action.”

CONCORD— It was a test, onlya test. But had it been the real thing.....

Inthe ensuing emergency response, radiation teams from the University of Cali- 
fornia and Lawrence Livermore Laboratories (LLL) are dispatched to assure public 
contamination is controlled while law enforcement, fire and medical response is 
underway.

With this edition of the Carierthe membership of the Mt. Diablo 
Amateur Radio Clubis getting the first look ata proposed revision of 
the club By-Laws to bevoted upon at the Junemeeting. Revision of 
the By-Laws was set as one of the primary club goals in the work of 
the Vision and Mission Committee. 

Thisis the first proposed revision since 1989, said President Larry 
Gansz, KB2GV. Therevisions are the work ofa four person commit- 
tee that spentin excess of 80 man-hours studying and fine-tuning the 
document. Committee members were Dick Schulze, AA6DL; Ed 
Ritchie, K6SFD; Vic Kaste, KD6JDD and Paul Girard, KC6TZU. 

The documentwas presented to the Board of Directors atits April 
22 meeting. Under the rules for By-Laws changes, the documentis 
published in the Carrer, andis then to be discussed at thenext meet- 
ing (May 17). Ballots will be included in the June edition of the 
Carrier and will be tabulated at the June MDARC meeting. 

Revisions to the By-Laws have been necessitated by change in 
State law, and in order to allow the club to function in a more busi- 
ness-likemannex. 

Club members are encouraged toread the revision and the cur- 
rent By-Laws, also printed in this edition of the Carrier 

Inareport to the Board, the By-Laws committee said they had not 
intended to do much more than some minor revisions, “However, 
upon review, the committee has concluded that in order for our By- 
Laws to adequately serve the club into the next century, some addi- 
tions and appropriate changes would be necessary. 

After several productive meetings, the committeerestructured the 
By-Laws to conform to the standards of the State of California Secre- 
tary of State's Office. 

The committee debated the issue ofa complete change and came 
to the unanimous agreement that if the job was going to be done 
properly, reformatting was arequirementthatneeded to be addressed 
so that the By-Laws are more useful and more in keeping with re- 
quirements oflaw. 


The Board of Directors, and the membership, needs to be ap- 
praised that certain elements of By-Law structure, which would have 
converted the club from a strictly fraternal organization toa business 
venture were rejected by the By-Laws Revision Committee following 
several hours of discussion and debate. The principle differenceis in 
defining a majority. 

Changes recommended by the By-Laws Committee include: 

@ Wedeciare that weareanon-profit California corporation. 
@ Theobject ofthe club now incorporates verbiage from the 
Vision as adopted. 
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@ Application formembership in the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio 
Club now incorporates an application for membership in the 
Rocky Ridge Repeater Group. 

@ = Wedeclare that MDARC does not carry on propaganda nor 
dowe attempt to influence legislation. (This protects the non- 
profit status of the organization.) 

@ Theboard of directors, ifthe By-Laws are approved, is 
empowered to adjust dues annually without taking the matter 
toavote of the membership. 

Aquorum ofthe board of directors is defined, but we did not 
definea quorum ofthe membership.. 

@ Thenumberofelected directorsis increased from two to four 
with twoyear terms of office. 

@ = Aprovision has been added which prohibits an officer from 

holding two elected posts simultaneously within the club. 

(There is intent that since the By-Laws of MDARC arealso the 

By-Laws of committees, that an elected member ofthe Board 

of Directors of MDARC would not also be an elected member 

of the RRRG.) 

Vacancies in offices must be filled in a timely manner. 

Some modifications have been madein the Nominating 

Committee structure. 

@ Achangehas been incorporated to better define when the 
Nominating Committee work is presented to the membership; 
the close ofnominations and mailing and counting of ballots. 

@ Thework ofthe Treasurer is more clearly defined with respect 

toaccounting for assets and liabilities of the club andits 

subsidiaries. The Treasurer in the proposed By-Lawsis 
defined as the “Principle Financial Officer” for MDARC andall 

Achange has been recommended which increases to 

$200.00 miscellaneous expense approval. 

Prior to getting authorization to spend money, thenew By- 

Laws require publication of the expense. 

The fiscal policy of the club is outlined in the By-Laws. 

Asection has been added indicating that MDARC is governed 

by parliamentary authority as contained in Robert's Rules of 

Order. 

@ Thereisasection dealing with future changes ieee 
of MDARC. 

The committee report concludes, “Weare confident that the new 
By-Laws will serve the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club well. The 
changes, hopefully, reflect a better way for us to do business as a 
viable organization. They take us well into thenext era, with assur- 
ances that the business of the organization will be conducted prop- 
erly, ifthe rules are follow

PREAMBLE: The object and purpose of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio 
Cubisto further the interests of Amateur radio and all those interested therein, 
to be of service to our community and county in times ofneed, to provide 
fellowship among our members, and to promote harmony with all in our 


community. 


ARTICLE I- NAME AND OFFICERS 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the “Mount Di- 
ablo Amateur Radio Club”, and its officers shall consist ofa President, Vice 
President, Secretary and Treasurer 

Allterms of office shall be one year. Each officer shall hold a current amateur 
radio license and be a United States citizen. 

Section 2. Officers shall be elected by ballot mailed to all mem- 
bersin good standing. Said returned ballots shall be tabulated at the regular 
November meeting. Newly elected officers will take office on the first of 
January. 


ARTICLE II - CLUB DUTIES AND/OR AUTHORITY 


Section 1. PRESIDENT

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Expanding Your Horizon

The setting is several years into the future. A solitary sign announcing the ‘RACES Com- 
mand Room is the sole feature distinguishing the entrance door from all the others at the 
FEMA control building, Inside, two hams sip some coffee and try to get comfortable, notan 
easy thing to do after being up 48 hours. However, the worst of the earthquake aftermath 
seems to have passed sonowits time torelaxa bit and reminisce over all that’s happened. 

Joe, ZK6NS, looks at all the LCD monitor screens staringathim. He ponders how much 
ham radio has changed in the last fewyears, changes thatresulted in the saving ofhundreds, 
ifnot thousands, oflives. When Joe started outas a ham all communication was donevia 
analog voice. Now, he can not only 

hear other hams in real-time buthe can also see them and they could see him. 

Monitor 1 stared back athim witha live ATV shot of the 24/680 overpass. Itwas transmit- 
ted toa ham intranet node which madeit available to hams immediately. Ifithadn’t been for 
that live video precious minutes would have been lost in rescuing the people trapped in the 
rubble. Thankfully, therewas only onemajor injury and thanks to ham intranet that proved not 
tobe fatal. The little girl had a crushed leg but the hams on site accessed the medical proce- 
dures server on the ham intranet that showed them how to properly stabilize the injury. 
Without the ham intranet and ham volunteers the little girl would not have been so fortunate. 

Ray, KZZ6MUL, was still trying to get comfortable but his back ached. Sitting to the right 
of Joehewas responsible for monitors 6 through 12. Monitor 6 didn’t have any video, justall 
sorts of graphs and a few windows with maps in all sorts of colors. Ray was counting his 
blessing that the joint USGS /ham project to install remote seismicsensors reporting via packet 
APRS had been completed before the big one hit. He actually SAW the quake coming before 
itwas felt. Those 30 seconds of warning madeall the difference in the world in thatitallowed 
the securing of critical resources. The bridges were mostly cleared when it hit, as weremost of 
the tunnels. Medical personnel were alerted. Funny how ham radio has become an integral 
part ofall emergency services. And to think thatin 1996 they thought that the ham radio 
hobbywas dying! 

Thenew setting is today. The leading character in this story is you. The privilege of taking 
ham radiointo the future has been awarded to you. Lots of hams competed for this award but 
you were fortunate enough to be born in the age where ham radio will take its biggest forward 
stride in history. You and your fellow hams will face the challenge and reap the benefits of 
opening up ham communications to areas never conceived of before. New Marconi's will be 
born. Itis an age of great endeavors but only for those who expand their horizon. 

With these last thoughts I wish everyonean exciting and rewarding journey into the future. 
This willbe my lastarticleas your MDARC VP. Conflicting scheduling demands have required 
that] open the way tosomeone else who can make the time commitments required by the VP 
office by resigning as of March 12. This notwithstanding, I wish everyone to keep alive the 
trailblazing spirit ofham radio.

from SANDIA Laboratories, wrote the scenario to test high level responses from cities, the 
state and county Offices of Emergency Services, fire departments, law enforcementand gov- 
ernment agencies, such as LLLand Lawrence Livermore- Berkeley. 

The scenario could become a “pilot” for similar scenarios to be played outnot only in other 
California cities, but across the United States. SANDIA wrote the scenario for the U.S. 
Department of Energy. (Dealing with radiation contamination is difficult because it cannot be 
seen, but can be detected with specialized monitoring equipment.) 

While the scenario did not include direct involvement of amateur radio, “hams” were 
involved to provide instant communication between all of the controllers for the exercise. 
Those who participated learned the valuable tool of being a “shadow” in real emergency 
situations. 


(Controllers assure that specific time-frames and disaster messages are sent in order to 
maintain realism in the event. As an example, the controllers assure that real response is 
limited to those whoare designated participants in the exercise.)

quickly realizing that one of the “horse people” on the P&R Team was also a Ham with aHT, immediately drafted me to be part of the Radio 
Team and assigned me tactical call “P&R 1.” 

Justbefore lunch, Iwas working at the second P&R stop when one of the crew started yelling for the “guy with the radio” tohelp ahiker who 
was having trouble on anearby trail. [heard the word “diabetes” and that got my adrenaline up causel've had some experience with diabetes, 
my first wife was diabetic, and I've had to deal with a couple of co-workers who have had trouble at work with their condition. The image ofa 
person ina diabetic coma or shock flashed through my mind, and Iknew thatit was important to get help fast.

next mistake was notto gethelp for myself. In situations like this you needa team. A lone ranger approach is wrong. But, that’s what] did. Lucky 
forme the person wasn't far from the P&R stop and so! didn’trun offin the wrong direction. I did get myself together enough to assess the girl's 
condition byasking hername, address and phonenumber and ifshe had eaten any thing or ifshe had any concentrated sugar with her. She told 
meshe had sugar cubes in her pack so! got her to take one. Then I got smart and asked her how many shewas supposed to take. Peoplein 
her condition can think and act up toa point, and know that they are in trouble but can’t take thenext step in selfhelp. Sol got her to take3 
more sugar cubes and tried to get her to drink some water. 

Tinitiated a call for help on my HT but did notreceive any response since I had hiked down the side ofa hill to a point where my HT couldn't 
get out. We were using simplex since there are no repeaters close enough to work into the steep canyons of this wilderness area. Thereisno 
cell-phone coverage either, even though we were only six miles from I-680. 

Mleft the girl with her hiking companion and hot footed it back up the trail to the top of the ridge where ] knew that I could contact the base 
camp or one of the otherradios on the net. The trail up is steep and at the top I was out of breath and could barely make the call to base camp. 
John Stuartanswered my first call as he was driving his 4-Runner upa 4x4.road to my location. Herelayed the “medical emergency” call to the 
Ride Director, Rita Schlim, who was being shadowed by Terry Dearborn in her 4x4 Bronco. Both John and Terry were using high powered 
mobilerigs making communications easier in the mountainous terrain. 

After relaying what information I could I went back to the girl to do what I could to help. Again I didn't get a team together to go with me. 
Lots ofmistakes. By the time I arrived back at the girl's location, Rita and Terry had found the park police and they were now ina position where 
Tcould communicate directly with them using my HT. Ritaisan ERnursesowe talked back and forth about the girls condition. Ritawouldask 
questions which the girl could hear from my HT speaker. Since the girl was unable to speak, I would translates her head noding responses as 
“yes” or “no” back to Rita. The park policeman was listening to this dialog and immediately requested a helicopter evacuation. It was very 
rassuring to the girl to hear nurse Rita’s voice and to know that help was on the way. 

By this timeJohn had stationed himselfat the top ofthe trail. When the park policeman arrived at John’s location the rescue helicopter could 
beheard approaching. As the policeman began hiking down the trail to my location, John used his signaling mirror tovector-in the helicopter. 
This is a special type of mirror with which John could precisely aimed the Sun’s reflection at moving aircraft in thesky. 

After abit the park policeman arrived and directed the helicopter toa clearing just below us. The girl was now able to walk so the policeman 
and I helped her down to the helicopter. Itwas great to see some of those tax dollars going to work. It was also great to see the effectiveness of 
the amateur radio team working the ride and to be able to participate in helping someone in need. The other members of the radio team 
included Joe Gregory, WAGDQN, Donna Cook, KEGPPM, Mac McIntyre, KE6ZZG, John Rose, KB6MXR, and my wife Pat, who provided 
some valuable trail information from in-the-saddle during theride. 

Patand I recognize that we need to know more about amateur radio and are going to get in touch with a club or clubs so that we can make 
more effective use of our new licenses. Pat works at the Children’s Hospital at Stanford and I work at NASA’s Ames Research Center in 
Mountain View. Each of these organizations have emergency communications clubs and we are going tojoin them. 

Several horse club members were so impressed with the usefulness ofamateur radio that they are now thinking seriously of getting licenses.
